UNABLE TO PROVIDE, ON REPORT THAT SfNATF F Q.REU1N 
RELATIONS COMMITTEE, OR SUBCOMMITTEE, CONSIDERING DRAFT 
RllSOnjTTU^^ OF U.S. FOREIGN "COMMITMENTS" 

UNDERTAKEN WITHOUT SENATE SANCTION. MAFA CITES REUTERS 
AND NEW YORK TIMES STORIES TO EFFECT RESOLUTION, OR 
ACCOMPANYING PRESS STATEMENT, ALLEGES THAT IN 
PRACTICE US MILITARY PRESENCE IN SPAIN REPRESENTS QUASI- 
COMMITMENT TO DEFEND FRANCO REGIME CONCEIVABLY EVEN AGAINST 
INTERNAL ENEMIES. 

2. IN FIRST TELEPHONE CALL TO CHARGE, AGUIRRE SAID 
ACTING FONMIN FRAGA HAD CALLED HIM ON THIS REPORT EARLY 
MORNING AND THAT FRAGA HAD APPOINTMENT TO DISCUS 
SUBJECT WITH CHIEF OF STATE AT NOON.

EMBASSY WASHINGTON HAS BEEN INSTRUCTED URGENTLY

E. IF REPORTED RESOLUTION IS APPROVED BY SENATE , 0 
GOS WILL WISH URGENTLY TO KNOW ATTITUDE OF U.S. 

GOVENMENT ON RESOLUTION AND ITS EFFECT ON BASE AGREEMENT. 

4 . IN REPLY TO A QUESTION, AGUIRRE SAID THERE MAY BE 
SOME PUBLIC STATEMENT FROM SPANISH OFFICIAL SOURCES ON 
THIS SUBJECT. BUT HE DOUBTED ANY OFFICIAL STATEMENT 
WOULD BE MADE BEFORE SPANISH EMBASSY WASHINGTON CARRIES 
OUT FOREGOING INSTRUCTIONS. AGUIRRE COMMENTED SPANISH 
CORRESPONDENTS IN U.S. WOULD UNDOUBTEDLY BE REPORTING ON 
REUTERS AND NEW YORK TIMES NEWS ITEMS AND COULD BE EXPECTED
